BY-LAW  No.  1C. 

A lit/-  f. a ir  to  enable  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Itoss- 
land  to  borrote  the  stun  of  $'ir>,000  for  certain 
works  of  I intned iate  necessity. 

\\J  HEREAS  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  11  of 
VV  the  “Speedy  Incorporation  of  Towns  Act, 
1897,”  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Rossland  is  empow- 
ered, among  other  things,  to  pass  by-laws  in  the  year 
1897  for  contracting  debts  by  borrowing  money,  not, 
however,  exceeding  the  sum  of  §50,000,  and  for  levy- 
ing rates  for  t he  payment  thereof  on  the  ratable  real 
property  of  the  Municipality,  for  any  work  of  imme- 
diate necessity  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Council : 

And  whereas  certain  works,  to  wit,  the  opening, 
grading,  rendering  passable  of  streets  ; the  purchase 
of  supplies  and  appliances  for  protection  against  fire, 
and  the  construction  of  sewers,  and  the  purchase  of 
lands  for  civic  buildings,  and  the  erection  of  civic 
buildings  are  necessary  to  be  undertaken  and  had 
immediately  : 
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Ami  whereas  the  said  City  of  Rossland  lias  already 
borrowed  tlio  sum  of  $25,000  under  and  by  virtue  of 
tlie  powers  contained  in  the  said  section  1 1 of  the 
“ Speedy  Incorporation  of  Towns  Act,  1897,”  and  no 
more,  and  the  further  sum  of  $25,000  will  be  required 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid  : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  borrow  the  said  sum 
for  such  purposes : 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  required  to  be  raised 
in  the  year  1807,  for  the  purpose  of  repaying  said 
debt,  and  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  will  be  twenty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and 
forty-two  dollars  ($25,542.00): 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Rosslatul : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  Corpor- 
ation of  the  City  of  Rossland,  and,  in  his  absence,  for 
the  Alderman  who  may  be  acting  as  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Rossland,  to  borrow  from  any  person  or  persons, 
firm  or  corporation,  who  may  be  willing  to  advance 
the  same,  the  said  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000),  to  be  repaid  on  the  28th  day  of  December, 
1897,  at  a rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  the  money  so  borrowed  shall  bo 
expended  on  the  works  of  the  Corporation  of  imme- 
diate necessity  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

2.  The  obligation  to  be  executed  upon  behalf  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Rossland  for  such  debt 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  a promissory  note,  dated  the 
18th  day  of  August,  1897,  signed  by  the  Mayor,  or,  in 
his  absence,  by  the  Alderman  wdio  may  be  acting  as 
Mayor,  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  sealed  with  the  corpor- 
ate seal  of  the  said  City,  and  the  said  Clerk  is  hereby 
authorised  to  affix  the  corporate  seal  thereto,  and  the 
money  so  borrowed,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
a liability  of  the  said  Corporation. 

3.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
raised  in  the  year  1897  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said 
debt,  and  the  further  sum  of  five  hundred  and  forty- 
two  dollars  ($542.00)  in  the  year  1897  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  interest  of  said  debt. 

4.  Such  sums  shall  be  raised  and  levied  by  a rate 
sufficient  therefor  on  all  the  ratable  real  property, 
lands  or  improvements  in  the  City  of  Rossland. 

This  by-law  shall  come  into  effect  on  the  18th  day 
of  August,  1897. 

Done  and  passed  in  open  Council  this  18th  day  of 
August,  A.D.  1897.

In  case  no  application  to  quash  a by-law  is  made 
within  one  month  next  after  the  publication  in  the 
British  Columbia  Gazette  of  such  by-law  and  notice, 
as  provided  in  section  86  of  this  Act,  the  by-law,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  is  not  the  subject  of  any  such  appli- 
cation, or  not  quashed  upon  any  such  application,  so 
far  as  the  same  ordains,  prescribes  or  directs  anything 
within  the  proper  competence  of  the  Council  to  ordain, 
prescribe  or  direct,  shall,  notwithstanding  any  want 
of  substance  or  form,  either  in  the  by-law  itself  or  in 
the  time  or  manner  of  passing  the  same,  be  a valid  by- 
law.

GREENWOOD  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  No.  1. 

Temporary  Loan  By-Law,  1897. 

A BY-LAW  to  authorise  the  Council  to  borrow  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  repayable 
during  the  current  year,  in  terms  of  section  11  of  the 
“Municipal  Act  Amendment  Act,  1895.” 

The  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Green- 
wood enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Council  are  hereby  authorised  to  borrow 
from  any  person  or  persons,  in  one  or  more  sums,  an 


amount  of  money  not  exceeding  in  all  the  sum  of  live 
hundred  dollars  ($500),  of  lawful  money  of  Canada, 
and  to  pay  therefor  at  the  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing nine  per  cent.  p«-r  annum,  for  the  purpose  ot  meet- 
ing the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the  Corporation, 
which  is  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue  before  the 
revenue  for  the  year  is  payable  by  the  taxpayers. 

2.  The  money  so  borrowed,  together  with  the  inter- 
est thereon,  shall  be  made  payable,  and  shall  be  paid 
on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  out  of  the 
Municipal  revenue  of  the  current  3'ear. 

3.  The  obligation  to  be  given  in  acknowledgment  of 
the  liability  hereby  created,  shall  be  a promissory  note 
or  notes,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Corporation, 
and  shall  be,  mutatis  mulandw,  in  the  form  following  : 

“$  Greenwood,  1897. 

“On  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  1897,  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Greenwood  promises  to  pay 
to  , or  order,  the  sum  of  dollars, 

for  value  received,  with  interest  at  per  cent, 

per  annum.” 

4.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Temporary 
Loan  By-law,  1897.”
